THE. BURMA-OHINA BOUNDARY. 
_—— ; 


As a rule a. report of survey Operations is so 
full of theedolitics, planetables,. dumpylevels, 
draversing and triangulations that the general 
reader throyvs it hastily asideand wonders how 
‘on carth if ever got into his hands. But Major 
Longe, R. E., who was engaged last year on 
the operations with the Burmo-China Boundary 
Commission redeems the newly issued report of 
the Survey of India Department from its cadas- 
tral, tdgonometrical, and topoyraphical dulness, 
Major Longe is an observer of human nature ‘as 
well as a surveyor, and has furthermore a facile 
pen. The Commissioners met at Bhamo, and, 
as Major Longe frankly relates, the ceremonial 
exchange of visits was very tedious, But he 
did not fail to note that the Chinese Ruard-of- 
honour with which they were received was 
‘armed with a multifarious display of weapons, 
including Volts, Sniders, Winchester and Mar 
tini rifles as wallas dahs, and that they display- 
ed a good’ many standards, The parties ex- 
F but so dilatory were the 
Celestials that it was rot until a ‘week had 
‘passed that it was possible to hold a 
meeting for the arrangement of preliminaries, 
When these were settled Lwe Leing was’ 
decided upon -a 
to pitch camp, But the Chinese protested 
there was no such place, and a,further delay of 
several days was necessary to enable them to 
find it, When they did find it, and were get- 
ting fairly comfortable there, friendly natives 
took Major Longe the reassuring information 
thatthe’ Kachine of Hohsa-Lahsa- Mongmow 
and, Mongwan were’ assembling to attack 
them, by way of a little yuletide diversion, 
and ‘that if they did not actually attack 
the party, they would “at least Oppose its 
further progress, This was a Very unpleasant 
position, and the camp as it then stood could 
not withstand even a Liliputian siege. 
‘So. Major, Longe’ decided to march away 
before the tribes were ready to attack, thus 
spoiling Sport. for both sides, The Chinese 
General also apptehended trouble and had al- 
teady sent'for reinforcements. Then our people 
asked the locality of Walan, and the Chinese 
were as.ighorant of the whereabouts of this lace 
as they had been of Live Leing, They declarech 
that they had located it several times, but the 
sites varied so much that our people offvred 
to.fix it for them. But: this offer. the Chinese 
declined, and it was soon discovered that they 
were interfering ; with, giving orders to, and 
misleading Major Longe’s Kachine ;.and Mr, 
Thirkell White was called upon to swatrn 
General Liu which he -did- in such good Chi- 
nese, that the General and'his men thoroughly 
understood. what was meant. But short] 
afterwards the ‘Chinese were seized with 
another? fit of idleness, and refused to explore 
cither one section or another; and when the 
ices of a Chinese officer were asked for to 
assist in survey work; thandignitary put so many 
‘ obstacles in the way that when the overmment 
Surveyor completed his map he had on it noth 
ing but undisptited British territory, Iminedi- 
ately afterwards the Kan-yaiand the Mongwan 
Swabwas began'to be actively hostile, and the 
Party found no less than twenty stockades had 
een erected to bar their: further progress, 
General Lui declared that the local chiefs were 
‘within their rights., However, on the matter 
being reported to Bhamo, Mr. Langtry, of the 
Burma Military” Police, swith a well, armed 
force, was despatched, anti he carried ® new 
stockade which had just been completed, kill- | 
ing seven, capturing twenty-five, and taking 
nine standards. The men holding, the ‘other 
stackades discreetly fled, General Liu found 
it convenient.to quit the locality at this time, 
and the two parties took leave of each other in 
the mast friendly manner on April 2nd, but the 
sSUrveyors Were no nearer any settlement of 
our frontier disputes with China than they 
were the day they started out. It could not 
be said they were na wiser, for they had learnt 
much more of Chinése character than sever 
they knew before. General Liu’s men had no 
idea of the use ‘of the sur y instruments, 
and though a supply was- by atequest sent 
to them,.e t perhaps as playthings, In 
everything the British arty did . the 
Chinese imitated ‘them. id they hoist |: 
pa flag,’ the Chinése ran one up immediately. 
Did a bugler sound a call, their hornblower 
responded_* When aur people fired-a gun at 
suvdown, they dug a-hole in the ground and 
made a little explosion in it, and when our rien 
Went to revolver practice, the sourds of shots 
were promptly heard in reply on their side of |.
